This excessively rare volume is a kind of Collection of Voyages, 
which is not only the first in the French language, but is also ante¬ 
cedent to all other collections of the kind, with the one exception of 
the famous Paesi. It consists of Peter Martyr’s first three Decades 
reduced to French; followed by three Narrations, the first being a 
version of the De Insulis noviter repertis of Basle, 1521, which was the 
pirated first edition of Peter Martyr’s fourth Decade ; and the second 
and third are derived from the two letters of Cortes printed at 
Numberg in 1524. 

The three Decades are dedicated to Charles Due of Angouleme, 
and the three Narrations to his sister Marguerite de France. They 
were the children of Francis I, and at that time only ten and nine years 
old, respectively.

The County of Essex compares very favourably with its neighbours in the 
large proportion of ancient bells still (or until lately) remaining in its church 
towers and turrets. About one hundred and sixty, or ten per cent., may be 
reckoned as of medieval date. In addition, the county is remarkable for the 
number of founders represented within its borders, including nearly every 
name as at present known in the Eastern Counties or in London; while some 
of the rarer London founders, both ancient and modern, are only known by 
their remains in Essex. 

Among the Pre-Reformation examples we may mention the work of the 
Wymbishes, Geoffrey of Edmonton, Peter de Weston, and William Revel, all 
London founders of the fifteenth century ; some fine examples from the Ljdd, 
Bury, and Norwich foundries ; and numerous specimens of the work of William 
Dawe, Jordan, Danyell, and Culverden of the later Londoners. Of seventeenth 
century founders alone no less than thirty are represented, including such rare 
names as those of John Clifton, William Lambert, and John Wood. 

The County has also been distinguished as the home of the most famoas 
founder of the seventeenth century, Miles Graye of Colchester, whose fine 
bells occur in large numbers in all parts. John Tonne, a founder of 
Henry r VIIl’s reign, worked somewhere in the north-west of the county, and 
about 1610 one Peter Hawkes was casting bells, perhaps at Braintree. 

It will thus be seen that for the campanist, Essex is a county of exceptional 
interest. 

The collection of material for this work was begun many years ago by Mr. 
Daniel Tyssen, whose admirable series of rubbings formed its basis. It wu 
then taken up successively by r Mr. Thomas North and Mr. J. C. L. Stahlschmidt, 
whose lamented deaths in 1885 and 1889 left the work at a standstill, although 
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the latter had nearly brought the text to completion. Mr. Stahlschmidt’s 
notes passed into the hands of Mr. E. J. Wells and the Rev. Cecil Deedes, 
whose intention of producing the completed work a few years ago was 
frustrated, partly by lack of support from subscribers, but chiefly by the 
former’s ill-health, which terminated fatally in February, 1905. In the 
interim, between 1892 and 1898, the two last-named contributed to the Essex 
Review the inscriptions on the bells in the Archdeaconry of Colchester, 
accompanied by sundry notes, and it was hoped this would pave the way for 
the eventual accomplishment of the task. Mr. Deedes having, on the death 
of Mr. Wells, enlisted the services of Mr. H. B. Walters as co-editor, the 
present writers are glad to be able to announce that, by their joint labonrs, 
the lacunae in the manuscript have been filled up, and that it is now in the 
hands of the printers. 

The plan of the book will be as follows :— 

1. An Introduction, in which the bells are discussed as far as possible in 
chronological order, with an account of their founders, so far as their history 
is known, and some new contributions to comparative campanology. 

2. A classified summary of the local “uses” and ringing-customs, and a 
short account of the progress of change-ringing in Essex, with a list of the 
principal “ rings.” 

3. A detailed account of the inscriptions on the Bells of the various 
Parishes, arranged in alphabetical order, with notes on local customs and 
traditions, on the previous history of the bells, and nhmerous extracts from 
Churchwardens’ Accounts, and other local documents. The inscriptions will 
in all cases be printed as far as possible in fac-simile (as they appear on the 
bells), and weights and sizes will be given where obtainable. 

The book will be fully illustrated by blocks in the 
text and by photographic plates in half tone, made from 

casts of the letters and stamps, which ensures accurate reproduction of their 
appearance. There will also be appended a brief bibliography of Essex bells, 
and literature relating thereto. 

The work will be published in demy quarto, and the text is expected to 
extend to about 500 pages.
